Washington, Feb. 25.— The cabinet 
among other topics 
yesterday 
con­ 
sidered the report of the committee 
created "y congress to acquire a site 
for a post office building in New York 
city. 
The commission was composed 
of three members of the cabinet, and 
after the president and his advisors 
had heard the report ¡-cad it was trans 
mitted to the house of representatives 
by Secretary Shaw. 
The salient feat­ 
ure of the report is a recommendation 
that postoffice buildings 
be 
erected 
over the underground railway tracks 
of the Pennsylvania and New York 
Central railways in New York city. 
The Commission says that very few 
Sites were offered to it and that of the 
iany suggested 
condemnation 
pro* 
eedings would tic neoessary in all 
ascs in order to secure titD*. 
The 
onnnissioti savs it has to suggest a 
wholly new project, namely, tie looa- 
n>n of the postoffiec buildings over 
the tracks of the Pennsylvania 
and 
New York Central railw ay system. It 
ays by this means the half hour now 
lost in transporting the mails from the 
railroads to the postofflee would be 
saved ami also the expense of 
th*1 
wagons now engaged in this transpor 
tation, as pneumatic tubes would ie 
used. 
The contmi slon reports that nego 
tiations already have 
been 
entered 
into with the two railroad companies. 
The commission recommends that con 
gress extends its powers so as to on 
ibie it to purchase a site offered by 
the Pennsylvania R ailw ay company 
on Eighth avenu*, 
exte nding 
from 
’.1st to 33rd street, where the term ­ 
inal is to be located, the price named 
to thp government being $2,000,000; 
also to secure a site and to erect a 
postoffice building over the tracks of 
the New York Central railroad or ad 
jacent to th> new station to be built 
by that company. 
It is estimated that 
building can l>e erected for about 
$3,000,000. 
An appropriation of $2, 
000,000 for the purchase of the Penn­ 
sylvania site is recommended. The re 
quest says that owing to the rise in 
values since tlie location of the rail 
roads, a site oposlte the present on»’ 
will 
cost 
$6,000,000 
The Pennsyl 
vania road In its proposal reserves 
the richt to use for station purposes 
only all the space tinder a plane of 20 
et below the curb line of th»* ad 
joining streets. 
Th« New York Cen

osition for the sale of a site over its 
Hacks approximately located wherf 
the present station now stands.
